OALHURST, Alta., Dec. 9 (CP)e—FirRMnajof- 
disaster in the half-century history of the Leth¬ 
bridge coal fields, death took a toll of sixteen 
lives late today, when an explosion blasted through 
the mine of the Lethbridge Collieries, Limited, here. 

The bodies of the men who “walked into death" as the night 
shift went on duty, were recovered from piles of debris left in 
the mine by a cave-in which followed the explosion. First the 
rescue squads came on five bodies and then, several hours later, 
dug their way through to eleven more. All the night shift had 
been accounted for. 

Comrade* of the dead miners, who formed the rescue crews, 
placed fifteen of the bodies in a “death-row" on the 600-foot 
level of the mine, a mile from the surface. The sixteenth body 
had been located, but it was trapped in a pile of rock and coal. 

None of the victims waa brought to the surface. Crowd* 
rimmed the pit mouth, and the rescuers may wait until day¬ 
light before they return the bodies to the top.

Me Caverhlll left the Legislative 
Buildings early on Friday to go 
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NANAIMO. Dec. The trial of 
Qeorge Hannay and W. H. Jones, 
charged with breaking and entering 
Constantine's store In Parksville on 
June 4, 1934. was called in the 
sea here today ten minutes after 
the Jury had returned a verdict of 
acquittal for Hannay on a charge of 
possession of stolen goods. 

Corporal Jacklin. of Nanaimo, told 
In evidence of leading three officers 
to Parksville at 11 p m. on June 3 
and hiding across the street from 
the Constantine store until 2:30 
a m., when two men walked within 
thirty feet of the officers and held 
a con verson In hushed tones 
RATTLED THE DOOR 

One of the men crossed the 
street, rattled a door In the Con¬ 
stantine building, returned to the 
other and then they crossed the 
street together. The officer heard 
the door rattle a second time and 
saw a flashlight inside the store. 

Crawling closer to the building, and 
kneeling behind a knoll, he waited 

until the two men had left the,home, complaining of a slight cofd 
store carrying bags, and were within Word of hls death came as a great 
thirty feet of him. Pointing a gun 
at them he ordered them to put up 
their hands. He was able to recog¬ 
nize the men as the accused 
Hannay. whom he had known ten 
years, and Jones who was also 
known to him. 

Both men dropped the sacks and 
fled in opposite directions. Corporal 
Jacklin and Constable Gunn fol¬ 
lowed Hannay, who ran behind 
Rush ton’s garage and Jumped a 
fence. Witness said he found, him 
lying on the ground alongside a 
fence. Hannay was nervous, li¬ 
nes* said, and at first witness 
thought he had been shot as the 
witness had fired several shots when 
the men started to run. Upon ask¬ 
ing Hannay If he had been hit, 
witness stated accused had replied 
that he did not know, and then 
had said something about “Don’t 
hurt me " 

FOUND CELLULOID 

Upon searching accused, the con¬ 
stable found two pieces of celluloid 
on accused's person. Upon being 
asked by the Crown Prosecutor 
what the celluloid could be used for, 

Hannay registered an objection. 

The Court, however, instructed the 
officer to continue his story, snd 
Corporal Jacklin stated that he had 
seen .the celluloid exhibited open 
the front and back door locks of the 
store without keys. Hannay, when 
arrested, was wearing cotton gloves 
and rubber “sneaker" shoes. Jacklin 
testified Returning to the spot 
where the sacks had been dropped, 
witness told Hannay to carry the 
sack he had dropped and. picking 
up the sacks dropped by Jones fif¬ 
teen feet away they proceeded up 
the road to where SUIT Sergeant 
Russell and Constable Christensen 
had overtaken Jones, the accused 
Jones was wearing rubber boots, he 
said. Jacklin will be cross-examined 
by the accused, who are without 
counsel, when court resumes In the 
morning.

British Columbia, In a lecture on 
Geography and Its Influence on

Profeasor Logan did not deal so 
much with the personal aspects of 
the Influences, but confined his re¬ 
marks to the influences on peoples, 
races and nations with the starting 
point back In the stone age and the 
age of the cave men immediately 
after the reappearance of the polar 
loe caps. The cave men. he said, 
represented the remains of a very 
difficult period. . ■ 

FERTILE LANDS 
To show the difference of envir¬ 
onment. the lecturer turned tits at¬ 
tention to the condition of the peo¬ 
ple in the Valley of the Nile, on the 
Euphrates and the Tigris and the 
trends towards civilization, produced 
by the things given to them by their 
geographical position, such as fertile 
lands and an agreeable diqpate. As 
this dvlllntlon progre ss ed In the 
Southern Medlterranesn World, the 
native began to colonise and to drift 
to other parts. 

Although the Mediterranean World 
had a very ancient history, Profes¬ 
sor Logan preferred to keep his ref¬ 
erences within the Greek period 
about the time they settled In small 
communities In Greece and Asia 
Minor 

FIRST TO COLONIZE 

It was noted In history that many 
of tfie cities established In ancient 
times had become really great In¬ 
dustrial centres. As the population 
grew, the Greek discovered the soil. 
“In his own back yard." waa not 
productive enough to supply his own 
people and there was the tendency 
to colonize. "In other words." the 
lecturer said, “he had to find a bet¬ 
ter ’ole." Having found new places, 
it was necessary to And means of 
transportation, which resulted In the 
building of ships to carry goods to 
and from other parts of the coun 
try. The Greeks became seagoing 
people because the geography of 
their country made them so. "And 
so In the ninth century B C. we find 
them spreadfng out to the west into 
France. Spain and particularly to 
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act^r In which, he said, the stand 
of the geographic determlnlst was 
well taken. His example was Orest 
Britain, an Island, with a natural 
protection of seas which gave her 
the opportunity of development 
without the necessity of becoming a 
purely militaristic domain. He also 
mentioned the Influence of geogra¬ 
phy on peace and war. Here, he 
remarked, nature had been very un¬ 
kind to the human race by setting 
up peoples of different color and 
placing them In groups and so In 
the distribution of natural resources, 
nature had shown a lack of reason 
and logic. "Because of our natural 
resources, we must always be a capi¬ 
talistic nation whether we like It or 
-not, .sad no matter what our domes-, 
tic politics might happen to be On 
the other side, the lack of natural 
resources makes a proletarian na¬ 
tion," he claimed. 

Nature, he said, by placing geo¬ 
graphical barriers in the way of 
development, has been a spur to 
human progress because it had 
made the human being determined 
to overcome those barriers. In the 
future all these remaining barriers 
to development will be removed by 
the march of science .and individual 
initiative, Professor Logan con¬ 
cluded.

Before leaving the subject of 
domestic trade. I may be permitted 
to say that, while business has been 
going forward in Canada. It has 
done so In the face of disquieting 
and disturbing political tendencies, 
and the use which It will be able 
to mike of future opportunities win 
depend very largely upon Its 
freedo m from bureaucratic inter¬ 
ference and wholly unnecessary re¬ 
strictions I hold no brief for those 
who may engage in unethical com¬ 
mercial practice* and have no In¬ 
clination to defend them, but they 
* cannot represent more than a frac¬ 
tional minority and It would be a 
grave injustice If Canadian business 
as a whole, which ha* earned a high 
reputation over a long period of 
years, should be penalised for the 
offence* of a few. 

INTEREST RATES AND 
TAXATION 

During recent months we have 
heard a good deal about capitalists 
and capitalism, and capitalism has 
been subjected to a great deal of 
criticism. I have always been at a 
loss to know just what a capitalist 
la. To my mind, any person who 
has been wise enough to save a little 
money to tide him over a period of 
Utneas or emergency must be reck¬ 
oned as a capitalist, as for the time 
being he must live on his capital. 

I do not think we want 1o do any¬ 
thing to discourage thrift and I waa 
aorrv to see the Interest on bank 
deposits cut from three per cent to 
two. This, however, was rendered 
necessary by the pressure of the 
Oovernment and the Central Bank 
for lower rates on Oovernment 
loans. Aa a matter of fact, the Do¬ 
minion of Canada has been bor¬ 
rowing money In some cases at 
rates which stand comparison with 
the rates at which the British Gov¬ 
ernment has been borrowing in 
London. These low rates have re¬ 
sulted in a drastic cutting down of 
the earnings of the chartered banks, 
which have been ^forced to reduce 
their rate* to depositors Based on 
the results of the Bank of Montreal, 
ft mean* that the depositors to all 
Canadian banks are receiving some 
$17.000 000 less per annum than they 
did when the rate was three per 
cant. In a sense this reduction may 
be rewarded as a form of concealed 
taxation I think that the sooner 
the public is educated to theae facts, 
the better. Every man and woman 
should realise that no matter 
whether taxes are paid directly or 
not. no citiaen escapes paying hts 
share of the coat of government It 
comes through such hidden taxes as 
ft reduction in Ravings Bank In¬ 
terest. or It may be burled In every 
purchase made for day-to-day liv¬ 
ing requirements 

AGRICULTURE 

The harvest in Canada exceeded 
that of 1994. and. taken as a whole, 
prices of field and farm product* 
have been higher The yield of 
wheat 2741000 000 bushels, of which 
389.000,000 were garnered In the 
Prairie Provinces, was again much 
Mow average and no less than 
60 , 000.000 bushels were so Injured 
by rust and frost as to be unfit for 
mining purposes The yield of oats, 
barley and rye was much heavier 
than In 1034: there was an Increase 
Hf 36 per cent In the production of 
hay and clover, assuring an abund¬ 
ance of fodder for the 
winter; aa average fruit crop was

eqouomic problems, and I may say 
at once, quite frankly, that the gen¬ 
eral reaction, both In this country 
and abroad, has been most favor 
able. 

The reasons for this favorable're¬ 
action are well founded. You may 
recall that last year I mentioned 
that one of the steadying influences 
at that time was the fact that this 
country* had not undertaken any 
radical social or economic experi¬ 
ments In the interval that has 
elapaed. however, public opinion has 
been greatly disturbed by the ad¬ 
vocacy of many such measure* by 
many cliques and factions, and un¬ 
doubtedly the progress of our re¬ 
covery was retarded by this develop¬ 
ment. Most fortunately for Canada, 
socialist propaganda. In whatever 
form It appeared, was utterly 
repudiated at the polls by an Im¬ 
mense majority of the people, who 
showed In unmistakable fashion 
their adherence to the two-partv 
system which has served us so well 
In the past, and their distrust of In¬ 
dividuals or of parties who sought 
to capitalize on the distress incident 
to the times bv agitating for the 
establishment of some visionary new 
order of society In which both the 
business of the country snd the 
lives of the neoole would he regi¬ 
mented by the Rtate I rank this 
emphatic repudiation of fantastic 
nostrums and Utopian experiments 
as the most Important development 
In Canada since the Ottawa Agree¬ 
ments. snd through the connections 
which your Bsnk he* In other coun¬ 
tries I am in a position to sav that 
It has immensely enhanced the 
prestige of the Dominion abroad. 

A second reason for the favorable 
reaction *o the results of the elec¬ 
ts the fact that the Govern¬ 
ment which has succeeded to power 
has such a maiorltv as win make It 
independent of anv Interests seek¬ 
ing to hold the balance of nower 
between the Oovernment and the 
official Opposition Taken together 
these two developments have had 
an tncalculaMIe effect on the restora¬ 
tion of confidence In the Immediate 
outlook and Ip the ultimate destiny 
of this great Dominion. 

Personally. I look with hope to _ _ __

creased $405,000,000, grant* to cover

investment. These payments have 
been discontinued, due partly to 
business conditions, but also to the 
fact that the system has been com 
petlng with a railway which ta re¬ 
ceiving money from the Federal 
treasury In generous sums that, by 
an easy process of bookkeeping, are 
added to the Federal debt. The 
Canadian Pacific doe* earn It* bond 
Interest and pay Us taxes, and there¬ 
fore Is an asset and not a lia bility 
to the country. It the Canadian 
Pacific were earning and paying the 
dividends that it formerly paid, it 
would be contributing, in addition 
to the taaea it now pays, an annual 
Income tax to the Federal Govern¬ 
ment of about $6400,900. and there 
would be the further Income tax to 
be received from national* owning 
the shares. 

What can be done, and wh*t must 
be done, ta to put an end to the ut¬ 
terly unwarranted competition and 
duplication of services by our two 
great railway syatems. In this con¬ 
nection I repeat what I said last 
year, namely, that railways today 
face extraordinary competition from 
other means of transportation, and 
that railways competing against 
each other In the ruinous way that 
ours do can never succeed in adopt¬ 
ing a common policy to meet these 
other forms of competition. More 
than ever It ta necessary to co¬ 
ordinate all forms of transportation, 
not by the throttling of competitive 
systems, but by the elimination of 
useless competition by means of In¬ 
telligent direction. A first step ta 
the co-ordination of our railways. 
A second step tv the regulation of 
all forms of transportation under a 
Federal Board of Transportation 
Commissioners vested with powers 
similar to those of the Board of 
Railway Commissioners, but 
wider and more comprehensive 

respect to unemployment, still 
a most serious factor In our situs 
tlon. the cure of course waits upon 
a more complete revival In our 
trade Meanwhile. I am glad to 
note that the Government ta pledged 
to vigorous action In respect to the 
problem of relief with a view to 
ending the chaotic conditions which 
are bringing ruin to our provinces 
and municipalities. Relief, of course, 
there must be for every person who 
through no fault of his own ta un¬ 
able to earn a livelihood, but relief 
must be recognized as a national 
problem to be dealt with under 
centralised control. 

Our huge carry-over of wheat 
constitutes another of the problems 
on which we have been surfeited 
with arguments as to what cannot 
be done. There can be no sound 
for prosperity in Western 
Canada until that problem ta solved, 
nor will recovery In the rest of the 
r*vminlnn get into It* proper stride 
until then. Many industries depend 
on the flow of new wealth Into this 
country In exchange for wheat, and 
part of the setback of our railways 
is due to the effect of the stoppage 
of the wheat traffic In which so 
much of their expensive equipment 
was formerly employed. What we 
have to do ta to sell our wheat, not 
hold It. and sell it within the crop 
year. There ta no other way out. 
Every day that passes during which 
we have done no business In the 
world s wheat market Is a day lost 
for us and a day gained for a com¬ 
petitor who has sold his wheat by 
reason of the fact that our price has 
been out of line with world markets. 
With so many countries now com¬ 
mitted to the policy of supplying 
their own domestic needs and of 
being Independent as far as pos¬ 
sible In the matter ol food, we are 
leit with practically only one lm- 
portant market, namely, that of 
Orcat Britain. This 1s the market

The 
sltuatJorf has become so scribes that 
It is now Imperative that some form 
of control snd supervision shall be 
set up over the financial commit¬ 
ment* both of provinces and of 
municipalities, since thrae are no 
longer of local but of national con¬ 
cern. Not only must the machinery 
be provided for such control and 
supervision, but It ta most desirable 
at the same time to have a clear

Taxation ta 
primarily intended to cover state 
and municipal essential expendi¬ 
tures. That we have drifted s long 
way from the original intention H 
becoming more and more apparent 
The burden of taxation Imposed by 
our numeroua governing bodies has 
grown to the point where It con¬ 
sumes capital resources, saps energy 
and enterprise, discourages Industry, 
production and construction, and 
thereby increases unemployment. 
Direct and Indirect taxpayer* are 
beginning to take a livelier Interest 
in what ta being done with their 
hard-earned money, and taxing 
bodies are be«flnntng to resli^ that 
unless taxes are reduced by effecting 
economies in public expenditures, 
the source of taxation will ultimate¬ 
ly be dried up. One evidence of 
this trend Is to be seen tn the de 
mohtion of building which have 
been converted from assets Into 
liabilities by reduced rentals and 
heavy taxes There are many other 
evidences which are not so ap¬ 
parent.

TIIE GENERAL MANAGER’S 
ADDRESS 

Mr Jackson Dodds, as -Joint Gen¬ 
eral Manager, read the address of 
the Joint General Managers, which 
was in part as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and Oentlemen: 

On behalf of Mr. Bog and myself. 
I have the honor to present to you 
the 118th annual balance sheet of 
the Bank. 

Important changes In the figures 
are as follows: 

Our total assets amount to $792.- 
800.000. compared with $759,100,000 a 
year ago. 

Quick assets, including cash, total 
$533,400,000. representing 7446 per 
cent of all liabilities lo the public. 
This percentage ta higher than 
necessary for normal requirements, 
and Is a result of the reduced de¬ 
mand for loan* for commercial pur 
poses. 

Cash holdings and balance In 
Bank of Canada at $82,000,000 rep 
resent 1140 per cent of all liabilities 
to the public. 

Under the term* of the Bank of 
Canada Act we were compelled to 
hand over our entire gold holding* 
In Canada on the opening of that 
Institution. Formal protest was 
lodged against accepting the statu¬ 
tory value $20.6718 per fine ounce, 
on the grounds that the gold was 
held as protection against liabilities 
and contingencies elsewhere than in 
Canada, where It had s market 
value of about $35 per fine ounce. 
Our protest was In vain and on 
March 11 last we turned in all our 
gold held In Canada. By order-in- 
councll dated April 29 it was di¬ 
rected that 40 per cent of the 
amount should be deemed as having 
pecn held by us against liabilities 
elsewhere than In Canada and the 
Bank of Canada was authorized by 
the Exchange Fund Act 1935 to de¬ 
termine and pay over the apprecia¬ 
tion on that sum f f gold at the cur¬ 
rent market pri<*. This was duly 
received by us in July and set aside 
for the specific purpose for which 
all our gold had been held, namely, 
as protection against foreign liabili¬ 
ties and contingencies elsewhere 
than in Canada.

The reduction* were reluctantly 
put Into effect under pressure of 
the decreasing earning value of 
money There were many who felt 
that the lowering of the Interest 
structure of the country would stim¬ 
ulate borrowing of money for pro¬ 
ductive and constructive purposes. 
This hope was ill-founded, for as 
rates were forced down lenders 
naturally shortened the term' of 
their commitments. They would not 
take the rtak of long-term invest¬ 
ments at low rates In the face of 
experiments of one kind and an¬ 
other. whether monetary, economic 
or socialistic Until confidence ta 
Inspired bv the adoption and carry¬ 
ing out of sound policies, the bal¬ 
ancing of budgets by effecting eco¬ 
nomies and by the reduction of 
taxes, long - term Investments will 
be postponed and business recovery 
retarded. . 

GOVERNMENT BUSINESS 
The Bank of Montreal was fifty 
years old when the Dominion of 
Canada was born, and from that 
day It acted a* the Government's 
chief bankers until early this past 
year when the main account at 
Ottawa wa* taken over by the Bank 
of Canada. 

We place a high value on our long 
established connection with the 
Dominion of Canada and are 
pleased to be able to say that suc¬ 
ceeding Oovernment* have freely 
acknowledged in turn the vwlu* of 
the services performed by the Back 
of Montreal.

CHAPPED SRIN 

One of the mean ailments that 
comes with the cool or cold weather 
ta chapping of the akin or mucous 
membrane about hands, face and 
Up*. 

There ere tiny cuts In the Skin 
or mucous membrane which are 
sometimes so severe that they are 
practically like ecsema. Fortunately 
they disappear with warm weather, 
but with cold, damp weather th< se 
little cut* or fissures are so pain¬ 
ful that ’’they get on the nerves’* 
of the patients suffering with them. 
These fissures ere especially pain¬ 
ful when about the mouth or Ups. 
There ta less moisture In the .air 
during the cold weather and the 
patient easily acquires the habit 
moistening with hta tongue the 
dry surface containing the cuts. 
Tills, of course, only aggravates the 
symptoms. 

That the diet may be a factor to 
causing thta condition U quite 
probably because patients find that 
leaving certain articles of food 
from their dally food intake seems 
to lessen the symptoms. 

The taking of baking soda, a half 
teazpoonful about twice a day 
seem* to be helpful in some cases, 
which would Indicate that In these 
particular esses anyway an acid 
condition estate. 

Patients find that they must 
l protect the skin and Up* from sud¬ 
den changes of temperature end 
never go outdoors If the skin ta not 
perfectly dry. 

The skin should not be washed 
in very cold or hot water. Further 
tt ta meet Important that the skin 
be made perfectly dry after wash¬ 
ing. Drying the skin before tha 
fire instead of drying lt gently end 
thoroughly with a towel ta felt to 
be one of the causes of thta type of 
akin irritation. 

Some soaps do not agree with 
certain skins and the individual 
should avoid aoope which leave the 
skin with a dry irritated feeling, 
declarer's gemi of the common everyday 
toilet soaps seem to agree with the 
majbrlty of the individuals. Soaps 
that are too alkaline ehoukl be 
avoided.

British' Battleship and Sub¬ 
marine Damaged—Sabot¬ 
age Believed Responsible 

LONDON. Dec. 9 O—Tampering 
with the equipment of the battle¬ 
ship Royal Oak and the submarine 
Oberon today was under thorough 
scrutiny by officials of the Admir¬ 
alty and Scotland Yard men. 

It was.authoritatively learned the 
Admiralty believed sabotage mas re¬ 
sponsible for the damage done to 
the two warahtpe. The Royal Oak 
and the Oberon were at Devonpoct 
Dockyard In Devonshire when the 
Incidents occurred. 

Three days’ close Investigation 
followed discovery of a short circuit 
aboard the Royal Oak. a 29.150-ton 
battleship The short circuit caused 
failure of the electric system. Fin 
ally It was found that a sail-pin an 
eighth of an Inch in diameter had 
pierced a two-inch cable connecting 
the control tower of the battleship 
and the dockyard power station 
The head-pin was sawn off and the 
lead cover of the cable replaced 
Damage to the Royal Oak 
amounted to several hundred
